This 
conversation occurred a short time be 
fore McLean-killed his partner Adams, 
in the spring of 1868: If-f-remember 
rightly the “rouble occurred over the 
dividing of the proceeds of their trad- 
ing trip up the river.

1 will now relate our prospecting trip. 
I do not presume to remember the date 
we entered the Fr river. Wwe 
camped one evening at Fort Hope. 
Donald Walker was in charge of the 
Hudson's Bay company post at Hope 
I remember Walker saying we were 
the first party of white men he saw in 
a long time outside of the Hudson's Bay 
company’s employees.
